Walter Dennis' ninth-inning single drove across the winning 
tally, breaking a 3-all deadlock and giving the Sters a triumph-- 
the quaker Citians' first in their last five league sterts. 


The Elites ran into a slump with three straight setbacks 
after winning 20 out of their last 27 games, but zre still only 
three games off the leaders’ pace and figure to make things interest- 
ing for the Eagles and Cubans as the race moves into its climax 
within the next three weeks. 


Leon Day, Newark's speedball ace, won over the Gients 
Friday night, though the Llites rapped him for 12 hits, one more 
than the Birds nicked Sam Higuera end Joe Black for, but three 
miscues hurt the Baltimore ceuse.
